This piece of news illustrates how far 
British Columbia traffic legislation is in 
advance of Alberta traffic legislation. 

In British Columbia drivers must not 
only satisfy the examiners as to their 
ability to drive a car when they take out a 
license but must come back for re-testing 
every five years 

In Alberta, anybody can take out a 
driver's license regardless of incapacity or 
physical disability. 

This condition prevails in spite of the 
fact that the RCMP commissioner, in 
charge of traffic law enforcement in rural 
areas, has stated plainly and emphati- 
cally that bad and irresponsible driving is 
at the root of most traffic accidents and 
fatalities in this province, 

The institution of drivers’ tests in Al- 
berta is definitely overdue. And little 
hope can be held out for an improvement 
in traffic conditions until those tests are 
made compulsory.
